this direction, a chance to develope the same, ina way Bro. [Lorus] Pratt 
suggested in our conversation with you. 


Halen continued in this vein. expressing devotion to church and God 
and humbling himself. He told Cannon hab if it should ever fall to 
my lotto receive assistance .. . and then return the same by decorating 
our beautiful temple or other necessary work... I would esteem it the 
highest honor and the crowning point of my ambition." 

Hafen could not have been unaware that much temple painting 
and decorating had already been done; Danquart Weggeland had 
executed a “grand allegorical painting” for the Logan Temple and 
had also worked in the St. George Temple in 1881. In 1883 
Weeggeland and William Armitage did painting in che Logan 
Temple. William C. Morris did work in the Manti Temple in 1888:
